More Diligence Urged. 

“Your committee, therefore, is of 
the opinion that neither the police 
department nor the recorder has fully 
performed the duties required under 
the existing traffic laws. 

“Tt ig recommended that the police 
be more diligent in investigating and 
prosecuting violations of these laws. 
In punishing violators who have been 
prosecuted there has been little con- 
sistency. Sometimes when there is 
an especially insistent demand, fines 
are larger than at other times, but at 
no time bas there been such punish- 
ment meted to violators as would 
effectively discourage other violations. 

“If the recorder, where there has 
been shown a deliberate violation of 
a traffic ordinance which violation 
might endanger the lives of the peo- 
ple, would, instead of a nominal fine, 
wentence the violator to imprison- 
ment and work on the public works, 
there would be less violations. 

“A fine to some . en means nothing, 
but if some man of wealth and 
promuinence were punished by impris- 
onment and work in’ the stockade, 
there would likely be no future vio- 
lations of the law by such a person. 

“It is earnestly recommended that 
beth the police department and the 
recorder give more consideration 
to enforcing the law, and that the 
recorder will make his fines larger,

INSURANCE AGENTS 
TO HAVE BUILDING 


Vacant Lot at Corner of 
Spring and Hunnicutt 
Streets Bought for This 
Purpose. 


Tentative plans to erect an office 


building at the southeastern corner 
of Spring and Hunnicutt streets for 
the exclusive use of insurance agen- 
cies were disclosed Wednesday in the 
announcement that a vaeant lot at 
that point had been purchased from 
Attorney Robert T. Jones by T. B. 
Shropshire and John L. Holmes, 
managers for Georgia and Florida 
for several large eastern insurance 
companies, The property cost $35,000. 

Although nothing definite as to the 
size of the structure has been decided 
on, it was intimated by Mr. Holmes’ 
that tentative plans are to erect a 
building of from four to six stories. 
The project will not be undertaken 
at an early date, he said. 

The lot acquired by Messrs. Shrop- 
shire and’ Holmes fronts 100 feet on 
Spring street, 155 feet on Hunnicutt 
street and 100 feet on Scott street.

Scrupuiously Observed. 

We. scrupulously executed the 
treaty of Frankfort. We sought to 
dodge none of its obligations. If, after 
50° years of German occupation, we 
found’ Alsace and Lorraine still so 
French; if. Germany during 3O years 
ot attempted conquest of Alsace and 
Lcrraine hearts only met with check 
upon check, that fact was due to 


German stupidity and brutality of} 


method and to the unswerving. and 
disinterested devotion of Alsace and 
Lorraine to France. 

The republic was the issue of our 
misfortunes. It was born of our de 
sire far peace. One of our first tasks, 
after the war of 1870, was the elab- 
oration of the constitution: of 1875, 
which had as its main purpose, the 
freeing of the French people that it 
might thereafter work out its own 
destiny. The nation itself, speaking 
through its representatives, should 
henceforward decide on war or peace. 
No war is today possible unless it is 
willed by the majority of the nation. 
France desired peace, and during 
peace, work. No period in our his- 
tory proved more fertile than that 
separating the wars-of 1870 and 1914. 
On the very morrow of our disasters, 
our commerce and industry began to 
revive. In the intellectual field, in 
the domaig of sciencéé, of art and let- 
ters no epoch in our national history 
was ever so fruitful. France depend- 
ed body and soul upon the worker. 
France resolutely abstained from all 
projects of revenge. » She required 
some outlet for those characteristics 
of a great nation, moral and, mate- 
rial, that had sustained her. through a 
history®of sanguinary ordeal. She 
found it across the seas. The work 
of colonization undertaken by France 
in. Africa and in Asia had the effect 
of deflecting the nation’s mind from 
the gaping wound in its side and 
ci opening up a new field of economic 
endeavor and. activity. 

While France thus labored peace- 
fully on, Germany, under the fist 
of Bismarck and his successors, pur- 
sued her wild dreams of overlord- 
ship. The treaty of Frankfort once 
signed, it dawned upon her that 
France was not dead and ,was actu- 
ally following up her destiny. Ger- 
many-.thereupon determined to com- 
plete her work of world — violence. 
Eight times between 1870 and 1914 
she attempted to telight the fire. In 
1875 the intervention” of the czar 
of Russia, backed by England, was 
necessary in order to prevent Bis-

FEAR TWO DEATHS 


‘“Deadman’s Curve” Scene 
of ‘Another ‘Accident 
Early Thursday — Man 
and Woman Thought 
Fatally Injured. 


A. oH. Peek, 307 Highland avenue, 
and Miss Hazel Brez, 73 Auburn ave- 
nue, were probably fatally injured 
shortly after 1 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, and James Hooks, fireman at No, 
6 engine house, and R. M. Cox, 19 
MeDonald avenue, were seriously hurt 
when the automobile they were riding 
in skidded on “Dead Man's Curve,” on 
Peachtree road, and crashed into a 
telephone pole. 

Peek was in a dying condition when 
he was brought to the hospital. He 
had a fractured skull, and severe in- 
ternal injuries. He had bied badly 
rs a severed artery, the surgeons 
said. 

Miss Brez’s hip was dislocated, her:

‘internal injuries. Her condition was 
described as extremel dangerous.

Washington, November 22.—An in- 
vitation to participate with the .in- 
ternational Federation of Trades 
Unions in a general labor anti-war 
conference at The Hague December 
10 was rejected today by President 
Gompers and the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor. 

To J. H. Thomas of the British 
labor organizations, who is president 


of the international federation, the 
American organization authorized a 
response declaring the unwillingness 
of labor unions in the United States to 
commit themselvés to an internutional 
general strike in case of any declara- 
tion of war, whether defensive or not, 
to renunciate national entity, to seek 
“nationalization of wealth,” or to en- 
ter a gathering where the trend of 
discussion had been set down in ad- 
vance. 

Originally it had seemed possible, 
the American federatiun letter said, 
for the labor organizations of the 
United States to participate in the 
proposed peace congress with unions | 
of other nations, but resolutions of 
the International. Federation of 
Trades Unions adopted at Rome had 
laid down such advance terms that no 
association could be attempted. @ De- 
voted as it bas been to the ootleral 
cause of peace, it was declared, the 
American federation could not seek to

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FEARS OF HIGHER 
PRICES FOR COAL 
PROVE GROUNDLESS 


Chicago, November 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Expectation that 
some coal operators would recoup 
their losses in the recent coal strike 
through increased prices—a_ belief 
given wide. publicity at the end of 
the strike when one or two oper 
ators were quoted to that effect, has 
failed to materialize, according to a 
survey of fuel conditions based on 
statements of state fuel and railway 
commission officials and coal oper- 
ators in middle western states. 

The wide publicity, combined with 
an unusually warm autumn, discour- 
aged buying by domestic consumers 
to such an extent that there has been 
a noticeable drop in prices in many 
states, This is particularly nofed in 
those coal producing areas where 
freight rates for short hauls are not 
a major factor in setting the retail 
prices, . 

Typical of the general trend, ac- 
cording to Robert Medill, state fuel 
administrator of Illinois, are prices} fj 
| at the Central Illinois mines. Im-/} 
mediately after the strike, the oper- 
ators quoted screenings, their lowest 
grade coal, at from $3.25 to $3.75 
at the: pit mouth. Last week cen- 
tral Illinois screenings were offered 
as low as $1.50, orders to average 
50 per cent prodaction. 

Other Reductions.

In Kan- 
sas, dealers are selling coal at one 
to two dollars. under last year’s prices.

The duties of the “Good Will Coun- 
cil,” as outlined by a report of the 
Christian Council committee, and!

ver, Colo., will be‘to look into all 
matters relating to wagé earners, their 
living conditions, their wages, the ¢on- 
ditions under which they work and the 
relation of their pay envelopes to the 
cost of living. It wilt also investigate 
such matters as child labor, old age 
pfotection, the prevention of night 
work for women and will.endeavor to 
secure for women equal pay as com- 
pared with men for equal. work they 
perform. 

The council will cause a survey to 
be made into all phases of the Atlanta 
industrial situation in order to de- 
termine just what should be done here 
to bring about the best possible social 
and industrial results, and it is hoped 
that the council’s labors will result 
in a true industrial democracy, The 
adoption of arbitration and abolition 
of strikes will be sought for and every 
effort willbe made to maintain ami- 
eable relations between capital and 
labor. 

Other matters taken up by the fed- 
eration and acted upon were concur- 
rence in a report from the executive 
board in which it was declared that an 
exhaustive study had been made of 
the question of an 8-hour day for the 
nurses in training at Grady hospital, 
and that it had been found that short- 
er hours under present circumstances 
not feasible.

Throughout his address, he sand- 
wiched caustic comment on America 
and her post-war attitude with ex- 
pressions of friendship and adumi- 
ration for the country and her 
people. He told his auditors, fer 
example, that they, with the rest of 
America, were “not as well informed 
as they ought to be.” 

Robbed of Sting. 

Then he robbed -the remark of its 
sting by advising them ‘to ask any 
American soldier who had met a 
French girl how easy and pleasant 
it was to learn French and the wavs 
of France. The suggestion brought 
a burst of laughter and applaus-. 

Immediately after he had charged 
America with Jeaving@France “in the 
lurch,” he set the hall ‘reverberating 
with applause when, with a great 
flashing of eyes, he declared, “We have 
to defend our frontier, and we will 
defend it.” 

Closing his speech he declared ue 
already felt his self-imposed mission to 
America was a success. 

“If I were to go home tomorrow,” 
he said, “I would tell my friends: ‘Be 
quiet, don’t know how they will 
do; but be sure the Yankees will do 
it once more.’ ;

His eyes glowed as Paderewski 
entered his chamber, and he trembled 
with éxcitement. They, met in the 
center of the room, embraced and 
put lip to cheek, after_the continental 
custom. “ 

“You are the greatest man in the 
world,” exclaimed the pianist states- 
man, who had occupied a box when 
Clemenceau spoke at the Metropol- 
itan last night. 

“No, Paderewski, you are the 
greatest,” the ‘Tiger corrected him. 
“I was moved to tears when you told 
at the peace conference of the suf- 
ferings of Poland.” 

Plays for “Tiger.” 

Their chat ended, the Frenchman 
said, “Before I go home I want to 
hear you play. When shall I have 
that pleasure?” 

In a flash they held hands again. 

“Master,” said the pianist, “I will 
play for you now.” 

Clemenceau was delighted. Lead- 
ing the Pole by the hand he almost 
danced downstairs to the music 
room, shouting like a bey and sum- 
moning the household to “Come and 
hear; come and hear.” 

Paderewski seated himself, looked 
at the Tiger ‘a moment as though for 
inspiration, then leaned back, closed 
his eyes and played. 

Four times. he layed. And 
through it all, from first to last, 
Clemenceau sat erect in .his chair, 
staring intently at his friend, his 
features a kaleidoscope of the pas- 
sion and pathos of the music.

1906 Germany bullied us at Algeci- 
ras, where we were trying ¢o benefit 
by the good offices of the American 
government. In 1908 she. sought a 
quarrel with us in Morocco over three 
deserters from the foreign legion. In 
1908 Austria, backed and even pusb- 
ed by Germany, seized Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 
Agadir Incident. 

_We came within an ace at that 
time of the long war from which we 
have ‘recently emerged. In 1911 the 
German war vessel Panther dropped 
anchor before Agadir. To this new 
provocation France, more than ever’ 
devoted to peace, to a peace which, 
alas! had come ‘to be composed but 
of humiliations and concessions, re- 
plied by abandoning part of the Con- 
go to Germany.

of communication and imposed their 
will. Germany had become’the center 
of Europe and employed all her neigh- 
bors against that country which she 
had ever regretted having let sur- 
vive after 1871. cf 
Simultaneously, the military 
strength of Germany grew in form)- 
dable proportions, In troops, ma- 
terial and munitions, the armed 
camp across the Vosges became the 
most .powerful in history. France, 
held back by its feeble birth rate and 
by an opposition refusing to see the 
danger ahead, followed a long way 
behind. ‘ Bach of her defensive moves 
was, however, received in Germany 
with general indignation. It is France 
which is the provocative force! It 
is she who dreams of re-establish- 
ing her domination by blood and 
iron! She is responsible for the di- 
recting of manual labor into the 
forging of instruments of death, for 
the fact that military budgets held 
back the application of social laws 
for the betterment of the working 
classes. The national state of mind 
in Germany had become monstrously 
out of focus, A form of Nietzschean 
niysticism had descended upon the 
entire nation. Universities, schools, 
newspapers, books, did nothjng but 
exalt “Deutschland ueber alles, 
Germany, created by God to bring its 
particular form of civilization to the 
world in general, under the aegis, 
naturally, of the Hohenzollerns and 
of all the big and little junkers of 
} The 
world reproached them for their bar- 
barity. But they, they were merely 
proud of it. They pretended to rep- 
resent the primitive virtue of the 


old Europe. They had their own 
God, in their image—the old Ger- 
man God. ‘They had their science, 
their art. They were like an im- 
mense tribe of those Teutons who, 
two thousand years before, by blood 
and iron had sought to regenerate 
the world in the destroying of it. 


Outbreak of War. 


When the war of 1914 was infifet- 
ed upon us by the German aggres- 
sion (Americans then in Europe can 
scarcely forget the fact), France re- 
ceived the conflict with religious emo- 
tion, and trembling with despair. Ger- 
many saw red. Not a German but 
shouted “Hoch!” as if the burden of 
peace had suffocated him all too 
long. Noblemen, workmen, servants, 
bureaucrats, even socialists, threw 
themselves into the combat with fury, 
prepared to throw their life, their 
honor, their conscience into the caul- 
dron. Germany threw what remained 
of her honor into the holocaust when 
she violated Belgium. The German 
savants cried “Bravo!” Beneath the 
doctor, scientist and the philosopher 
there lurked the beast of prey to 
whem all means to an end were jus- 
tified. At the outbreak of the war 
of 1914, Germany wag ready, her 
full force mobilized, her plans made, 
her powder dry, her weapons sharp- 
ened—an incomparable army in num- 
bers, in material and in _ furieus 
spirit, and trained for long ¢om- 
pletely to forget the laws of human- 
ity. Hence the martyrdom of noble 
and unhappy Belgium and of ten 
French departments in the north and 
east. The generals of William IL had 
only to repeat on our soil the les- 
sons learned for forty-three years in 
the German war schéols. They ex- 
@¢uted them faultiessly. But there 
Was one accident—the French sol- 
dier, before whom the whole plan 
collapsed. 

Germany had been ready. Europe, 
on the other hanu, bad been surprised, 
despite many warnings, and under the 
guns of the enemy uad feverishly yet 
slowly to build up its effectives anu 
war material. Here is what we wit- 
nessed in 1914: Russia trying to hold 
up the Germans with her unorganized 
legions, without cannon or munitions. 
England hastily improvising a nation- 
al army and disposing at first of only 
five divisions. Thus did the allies 
of France nourish bellicose dreams 
eight years ago! As for France in 
1914, she had no heavy artillery. The 
German offensive through Belgium 
left us helpless, overrunning us at 
Charleroi and causing us to yield an 
eighth of our territory to the enemy. 
Forts which proved of no use what- 
ever, methods of combat which utter- 
ly failed to meet the tactics of our 
adversary or the engines of war em- 
ployed against us. A cruel history, 
especially when the cause is one day 
inquired into. That’s how France 
dreamed of war and prepared for it! 

Same Germany. 
, The Germany which we had known 
In peace we recognized again in war 
—brutal, cynical, inhuman, scorning 
all laws and pledges, burning those 
old centres Of art which conferred on 
northern Europe so much nobility &nd 
beauty, sinking merchant vessels and 
hospital ships, shooting nursing sis- 
ters, bombarding the “fortresses” ot 
Paris and London, killing for the 
pleasure of. killing, massacreing, de- 
stroying for the joy of destroying and 
of tearing from this planet a meas- 
ure of its life and happiness. The 
Cathedral of Rheims burned and 
mined; Louvain, Ypres, Termonde, 
sacked and reduced to cinders; St. 
Gervais of Paris bombarded and @ol- 
lapsing upon women and children in 
prayer on the day of death (Good Fri- 
day)—-thus was the German war, 
without respite, without pity. Why? 
Because Germany had another desire 
besides that of emerging from the ¢com- 
bat with life and honor. She wanted 
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We lied to this unchaini 
fury with a of justice and of 
reparation, of moderation and rea- 
son, such as .the world had never 
known: No war indemnity, no ac- 
quisition of territory, the reincorpo- 
ration in French territory of the two 
dismembered provinces, reparation 
for damage done, the taking of guar- 
antees permitting us to check the ex- 
ecution of the promises which Ger- 
many had made, the disarmament © 
Germany. That is all France desired 
to obtain from the terrible war that 
had -been inflicted upon her. Bet- 
ter still, by the peace of Versailles, 
France and her allies desired to in- 
augurate a new order for the settle- 
ment of international conflicts, one 
inspired by this double principle: 
“Reparation for wrong done, impos- 
sibility of a new war.” 


Ills Hard to Cure. 


Unfortunately, the ills of a war 
like that of 1914-1918 are repaired 
but with difficulty. Even given the 
entire good faith of the conquered, if 
the latter by conscientious labor gen- 
uinely desired to help the world out 
of its sanguinary nightmare and 
back to a normal life, that world 
would none the less remain for a 
long time hopelessly adrift and at 
sea. We are assisting today at the 
prolongation of a war which is not 
even likely to approach a conclusion 
unless there is a new orientation of 
peacetime energy. Finances upside 
down, budgets artificially met, rates 
of exchange Poe te sixty-five francs 
to the pound and fourteen to the 
dollar,’ a terribly distorted fiduciary 
circulation, an ever increasing cost 
of living, strikes, rapid changes in 
stock markets making commerce and 
industry impossible, accumulation of 
stocks—such is the ransom of those 
four years of war. It was materially 
impossible that either for conqueror 
or conquered aught else should re- 
sult from this world catastrophe 
than complete chaos for all. Mil- 
lions of men are not consecrated for 
fifty-two months to a work of death 
and destruction for the world to be 
reestablished on the morrow of peace. 
Such rapidly re-acquired equilibrium 
is beyond the bounds of human prac- 
ticability. 

But it was earnestly to be de- 
sired-—both for the honor and salva- 
tion of humanity—that, associated in 
war, nations should have remained 
as solidly united in the execution of 
the treaty of peace as they had been 
in the conflict which procured it. 
For a people can die as easily from 
peace as from war. War and peace 
proceed at bottom from one and the 
some human impulse: the incessant 
struggle for existence and well being. 
For that it would have been necesarv 
that the conditions, the methods of 
solidarity imposed by the war. 
shonld have continued in peace and 
that, the last gun fired, people should 
not have restricted themselves to the 
keeping of an emotional memory 
of suffering endured in common. 


There is not only “war.” There is 
not only “peace.” ‘There are great 
peoples who should march shoulder 
to shoulder toward Juman realization 
of the ideal, ‘today, tomorrow, al- 
ways; though the road will be long 
and rough leading toward hazardous 
ends and through unknown ways. In- 
stead of that and despite France's ef- 
forts to prevent it we saw each one 
retake his liberty of action. No 
longer was there the solidarity of one 
great body which by ita co-ordination 
and indissolubiity had won the war. 
Only sharpshooters remained who in 
their craze for independence, out of 
what I shall call their national 
egotism, may easily come to lose the 
peace. France in 1914 was surround- 
ed by allies who had recognized her 
F faith and her definitely pacific 

ent. In 1922 she is“alone, confront- 
ed by a threatening Germany—alone 
with her ruins, with her fifteen hun- 
dred thousand dead, her eight hun- 
dred thousand mutilated, her three 
million wounded, laid waste because 
the war was fought on her territory, 
because she was for months of tragic 
uncertainty the rampart of the world, 
a rampart which if demolished would 
have left the whole world at the 
mercy of Germany. The war was 
fought on our territory because 
France happened to stand between the 
world and Germary. The world 
seems to forget that very easily. 

France is isolated. Wit her 
finances in disorder, with her indus- 
try but slowly cecovering from the 
turmoil, with a merchant marine dis- 
organized by the war, she faces a 
Germany which says “I will pay” and 
does not pay, because she was per- 
mitted to escape even commencing 
to pay when she was well in the 
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the war in pi time. She is ac- 
cused of wishing to introduce the ar- 
gument of the sword into internation- 
al conversations and to be dependent 
upon those same methods of force and 
intimidation which had gone to com- 
pose the Bismarckian peate. That, 
because confronted by a Germany that 
refuses to disarm, which will not ex- 
ecute the treaty of Versailles or repair 
the damage done or rebuild the ruins 
made by her, before an ally which to- 
day refuses France the military guar- 
antees which she offered yesterday, 
France does not wish to die. . Come 
what may, German brutality and baa 
faith, in justice from her allies France 
will proudly bear her burden. France 
desires to live. France will survive; 
France never desired the war. She 
desires war less than ever today, Ev- 
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having disastrously suffered the first

Come on Tech, Protest against “careless, loose and 


lax methods amounting almost to 
criminal negligence,” used in keeping 
the accouts of Atlanta camp, No, 
430, Woodmen of the: World, was ex- 
pressed Wednesday by a jury in Ful- 
ton superior court which acquitted 
George K. Churchill, former clerk 
of the camp, on an embezzlement 
charge. 

Churchill went on trial Tuesday. 
He was acused of misappropriating 
more than $3,000 in funds belonging | 
to the sovereign camp of the order. 
Attorney Len B. Guillebeau represent- 
ed him. 

The jury found that no shortage 

existed, and it was inferred from 
their veredict, which was considered 
one of the most unusual in the his 
tory of the court, that the apparent 
shortage was due to improper book- 
keeping. 
Judge Arthur G. Powell, engaged 
by members to assist the solicitor’s 
office with the prosecution, grilled 
Churchill for one hour. The de- 
fendant maintained that the funds 
were intact.
